That is now the case ; and 
Ihave put 12 men in two different stopes above the 96, and so far as broken the 
lode is worth 144 ton of lead ore per fathom. For the reasons hereinafter noticed, 
the breaking of this ground will be an important test of the value of the property ; 
and at the outset 1 may say that the mine and its machinery is in first-class order 
in every respect.

«87 Pee cat developenent of the mine is as follows :—Middle Lode: No. 2 shaft 
is 52 fms. deep, from whence a long level was opened west 60 fms., and communi- 
cated with the No. 3 shaft. From this level Barton’s cross-cut was extended north 
30 fins. to the north lode, then a drivage east from the end on the course of that 
lode 17 fms., which was unproductive. From tlhe south side of the 52, near the 
shaft, a cross-cut has been driven 5 fms., in the hope of cutting what is called the 
south lode, and a like trial has been made for 5% fms. about 50 fms. further west 
of the same level, as yet unsuccessfully, but they are not far enough in to reach the 
lode.—North Lode : No. 8 shaft is 101 fms. deep. The levels therefrom measure 
as follows :—The 52 fm. level 20 fms. west and 18 fms. east ; the 62 fm. level 21 fms. 
west and 19 fms. east ; the 73 fm. level 27 fms, west and 17 fms. east ; the 84 fm.

The new ma- 
chinery necessary for hauling the ore to surface, although contracted for early in 
the year, was not delivered at the mine until September, and although the greatest 
exertions have been made its erection is not yet completed. These, besides delaying 
the returns from the mine, have also caused the expenditure to execed that which 
was estimated at the last meeting, Lut so sanguine are the directors of the suecess 
of the undertaking that they have made themselves personally liable for a great 
portion of this excess, the shareholders not having sufficiently responded to the 
ippeal made to them.

REMARKS ON THE “ORIGINAL CORRESPONDENCE” IN THE 
SUPPLEMENT TO LAST WEEK'S “MINING JOURNAL.” 


Str,—On “The Tin Deposits of Australia,” Mr. S. L. Bensusan, 
mining agent, gives 5785 tons of tin ore in ten months, or 6942 tons 
per annum, as received in Sydney and shipped direct from Brisbane ; 
while your correspondent, “‘ Resident,” gives the gross total at 3500 
tons of ingot tin as the total yield of Australian mines for the year. 
Possibly both may be nearly correct, as tin ore may mean ore con- 
taining a small percentage of tin, as has been sometimes sold in the 
London market; therefore it appears that we have to deal with a 
present annual produce of 3500 tons Australian tin. Whether this 
will continue, or whether increase or decrease, are to us questions 
of considerable interest. If we look at the result of some of the es- 
tablished Australian companies’ exertions, the prospect does not ap- 
pear particularly inviting. Take Newstead, where the net purchase- 
money for the mine has been 26,000/., and the ore sold 315/. 5s.—not 
yet shut up, itis true, but apparently with no great prospects. Then, 
among Mr. Bensusan’s reasons for expecting a great future for Aus- 
tralian tin mining, he enumerates the advantages the Australian 
miner possesses in requiring no house to live in, having no rent to 
pay, and states that with 10s. per week he isindependent. We think 
these are not such advantages as will render Australian production 
destructive to the Cornish industry; and if the mining agents of 
Sydney cannot give us more substantial reasons for believing that in- 
vested capital in Australian tin mines will bring due return, we do not 
think that much of it will be attracted from this country. 

In perusing the letters, “Utah Silver Mining Company,” “The Flag- 
staff,” and ‘‘Camp Floyd Mining Company,” it is apparent that American mines 
ity to their holders. 
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** Mineral Statistics.”"—We sincerely hope that Mr. Hunt’s appeal to the autho- 
rities whose duty it is to send in the returns early will be successful.

* Silver in Copper Ores.”—We are sorry to charge anyone with intentional mis- 
representation, but must do so with ‘‘ Observer.” In his letter, which appeared 
in theSupplement of the Mining Journal of Dec. 13, we find—“ It will be remem- 
bered that the present discussion originated in a statement by Mr. Barnard that 
the whole of the mineralrsed matter in all the lodes hitherto discovered in England 
would yield on an average 6 ozs. of silver per ton, and this statement is now sup- 
ported by Mr. Bawden, who pledges his professional reputation on the correctness 
of Mr. Barnard’s judgment. Now, we ask “ Observer,” did he write this or did he 
not? If he did not I think he would have called your attention toa misprint. If 
we have quoted him correctly, by what right does he come now and pretend that 
he said something else? Wecharged ‘ Observer” with having misrepresented Mr. 
M. W. Bawden, and charge him now with having wilfully misrepresented us. We 
are much obliged to ‘ Observer” for his solicitude on our behalf, but have no such 
fears for ourselves, If your correspondents generally wrote so loosely as ‘‘ Observer *” 
our task would be difficult indeed, but they are generally more correct in their 
expressions, and do not always intentionally misrepresent; nor, I think, do they 
generally deny an expression after having written it. Consequently, your corre- 
spondents, except such inaccurate writers as ‘‘ Observer,” will not feel the same 
objection to our criticism, nor dread ‘‘the remarks ordinary correspondents are 
subjected to.” We canafford to treat lightly ‘‘ Observer's ” remarks when he “shows 
the value of the judgment of ‘ Readers’ on matters relating to practical mining’gene- 
rally.”

REMARKS ON TITE “ORIGINAL CORRESPONDENCE” IN THE 

SUPPLEMENT TO LAST WEEK'S “ MINING JOURNAL.” 

Sir,—In the Supplement to the Journal of Nov. 29, your corre- 
spondents, ‘* The Readers of the Wening Journal,’ tell you that I had 
“entered very cleverly upon their particular vocation,” and that they 
‘rejoice to see younger and abler hands ready to take up their fail- 
ing weapons ‘when their fight is over, and their work is done.” Not 
being able to conceive that you have conceded to them any peculiar 
or exclusive privilege, and having a leisure hour, | veg to make an- 
other attempt. These gentlemen having so kindly attached to me the epithet 
“clever,” I wish to express my obligations to them for having thus distinguished 
me; but, at the same time, beg to assure them that it is more than I claim— 
not at all pretending to be more able than they themselves are, and as to the fact 
of my being younger I very much question. These, however, are matters of little 
or no importance ; but what are the weapons that these gentlemen seem to sup 
pose they are wielding, and what is the work they imagine they are doing? If 
they think that there is any work or any fight in connection with their criticisms 
on the writings of your correspondents, I must beg to differ from them in opinion 
—it being understood that in this or in any other remark that I may make it is 
with a feeling no less kind than they appear to possess in their animadversions. 
These gentlemen are in the same predicament as others who live in glass houses, 
and who therefrom cast stones. I shall by no means attempt to dissect their cor- 
respondence ; that is a work which would far exceed both my time and patience, 
and which would unjustiy occupy the columns which you so generously open to 
fair argument and criticism, I may, however, perhaps be permitted to refer to 
one or two of their remarks 

With respect to mining matters in general, it is noless prejudicial than presump- 
tuous in those who do not understand them to write about them, for by so doing 
they are likely to mislead those who are no better instructed therein than them 
selves. In allusion to the five-weeks month, on which so much time and breath 
have been wasted, these gentlemen say—‘‘ We would advocate his (the miner's) 
being paid up every Saturday evening, believing that such a course would be found 
beneficial to employer and employed.” Let them and all who think and write like 
them—and they seem to be not few—ask the whole of the working miners of Corn- 
wall and Devon, and without a dissenting voice the reply would be—‘ It is utterly 
impossible, without involving a serious loss to both.” How could tutwork men in 
a hard end or shaft, and who, as is frequently the case, have taken a bargain to 
drive or sink 10, 20, or more fathoms—a work which occupies months in accom- 
plishing—have their ground measured, and get their pay every Saturday even- 
ing; or how could a tributer wlio, as is customary, has taken his pitch for two 
months—and they sometimes take for six—have his ore cleared up, sampled, and 
sold, so as to receive his pay at the end of every week? The idea is too absurd to 
be entertained for a moment by any man who is at all conversant with the mining 
practices of Devon and Cornwall. “A great ado was made about the abolishing of 
the five-weeks month, and of having thirteen pays in the year instead of twelve— 
thus foreing, against nature, reason, or strict justice, thirteen months into one year. 
It is all very well for the receiver of ‘‘ monthly wages” if he cin get his month's 
pay thirteen times in the year, but not exactly so for the one who has to pay him 
He has to suffer an injustice. Let, for example, the man agree for so much per 
month ; the master chooses to pay him on the last day of every month, and in this 
way the man would receive his wages twelve times in the year, and not thirteen ; 
but, nothwithstanding, there is no injustice of which he has to complain. Thus, 
it is evident that, with respect to established monthly wages, the five-weeks abol- 
ishment system must of necessity inflict an injustice on the master. Although 
the miners numbered Capt. Teague among the gods for having started the thorough 
four-weeks system, Capt. T. knew perfectly well that he was making a distinction 
without a difference, so far as it concerned contract men, tutwork men, and tri 
buters—for that it remained in his power, as heretofore, to cut the garment accord- 
ing to the cloth, that if he chose he could so price the contract as to let men earn 
proportionably more in the five-weeks month. I am fully aware that five weeks is 
a long time to keep poor men without their pay; but let them understand and find 
that they earn as much money in the fifth week as in any other two weeks of the 
month, and you will hear no more about a wish to abolish it. 

Your correspondents, [ mean the empirical part of them—as though some new 
thing had been discovered—have started all at once by telling you that silver is 
found in copperore. I believe that for many years past it has been pretty generally 
known that copper ore, and particularly copper pyrites, contains sometimes both 
gold and silver. For more than 30 years past I have known this to be the case, and for 
several years some of the copper smelters of Swansea have been purchasing, im- 
porting, and smelting argentiferous copper ores, and extracting silver therefrom. 
The principal part of these ores are from Chili, the copper ores of Cornwall and 
Devon having hitherto yielded, or have been discovered to contain, but very little 
of the precious metals. A great many of the Cornish gossans contain traces of sil- 
ver, and even gold, but not in sufficient quantity to meet expense of manipulation. 

The Red River.—The contention about this river, and the amount or quantity of 
tin found therein, and lost to the adjacent mines, seems to be endless. Amongst 4 
multitude of counsellers it is said there should be wisdom ; but in this case, as ip 
many others, each points out the evil without even suggesting the possibility of a 
remedy, and, although the one which I may suggest may be treated with con- 
tempt, it will not be more contemptuous than that of everlastingly finding fault with 
what they do not know how to prevent or amend. Certain it is that the Oracle tells 
us the cure is to be found in rougher stamping. I by no means wish to say that 
he is not right in his assertions, but presume that this and almost every other con 
ceivable mode has long since been tried by the intelligent tin-dressers of Cornwall. 
I do not profess to be an adept in tin-dressing, and, therefore, with great modesty 
apprvach the question. I must, however, beg to say that the propriety of rougher 
stamping than now adopted amounts toadoubt. Certain it is the rougher the ore is 
stamped the greater will be the quantity of matrix that will remain with the tin, 
the quality of the tin will be deteriorated, and the price obtained for it lessened in 
proportion to the quantity of that matrix. Now, the question is, which of the two 
evils is the greater—the loss sustained in the Red River by the present mode of 
dressing, or that which of necessity must be sustained by rougher stamping, in- 
volving a greater quantity of matrix with the tin, and a consequent proportionate 
ibatement of price? I doubt not that this has long ago been satisfactorily ascer- 
certained ; if not, it can easily be proved. , 

It is well known that in the reduction, dressing, and preparation for the market 
of all metallic substances a very serious loss is sustained, and probably in none 
In a rapidly-running stream many miles below the place at 
which the refuse waters and slimes from the dressing apparatus of a gold miné 
had flowed into it I have seen gold collected in considerable quantities, notwith-

standing that every possible precaution had been taken, and the utmost efforts | 
used to save every particle at the mine. The laminated particles, more particu-

The question, then, is, is there anything to be done to arrest the slimes, ~~ 
ike 
the herd of swine in the gospel, no sooner does the slime escape the dressing ap- 
paratus of the mines in the neighbourhood of the Red River, than it ‘runs vio- 
lently down a steep place into the sea ;” or, at least, it would if not arrested in its | 
rogress by the ‘‘squatters.” Now, at Dolcoath, the dressing apparatus being as | 
it were in the very river itself, I see no means of a remedy. They must, it would | 
appear, suffer the loss; but if the other mines wish to save their slimes, and use | 
the same means of extracting the tin from them as adopted by the river people, I} 
see no reason why they cannot doso. Why not make a quarter of a mile of leat, | 
(say) 4 ft. wide, and 20 in. or 2 ft. deep, or even half a mile—the longer the better | 
—and with just sufficient fall or fleet to allowthe water to pass slowly or slugglishly | 
on; and if a few pits also be dug at the end of the leat all the better. In the leat | 
and pits thus constructed almost all the slime would lodge, and which could be | 
cleaned up at pleasure. ‘‘ But,” it may be said, “‘how can we do this when we | 
are not even a quarter of a mile from the river?” To this I reply, make your leat 
serpentine, with turns as many and as quick as you like. “ But what are we to 
do to carry on our dressing whilst the leat and pits are being cleaned up?” To this 
I reply, have two distinct leats, so that there shall be no interruption to your dress- 
ing operations, The cost of your leats will be but trifling when compared with 
what you, by all accounts, now suffer from the loss of tin. You may laugh at my 
expedient ; but surely it is not more ridiculous than it is to be for ever finding 
fault with people and abusing them, without even suggesting aremedy. Make 
the leats, and you will soon shut up the business of the Red River.

I, X. L. (Gold and Silver).—Mr. L. Chalmers, Dec. 8: Little pro- 
gress has been made in ascertaining what is ahead of us in the north drift from 
the 200; only 6 feet were driven, the men in this drift having worked only one- 
third of the week. The 200 ft. level, on the Extenuate lode, has been driven north

work to their full capacity (some 25 tons per day), and it is a matter of paramount 
necessity that the furnace should not gain on the time, but that the daily quantity 
hauled should exceed that possible to be smelted, hence the advisability of increased 
teams to which I have been already referred. Since my last letter I have been 
twice to the mine, and will, as briefly as possible, describe its present appearance 
and future prospects from my point of view.—The Main Incline: This shaft is now 
sunk to a total depth of 479 feet at bottom, a good-looking body (4 by 3%) of the 
usual Chicago ore is to be seen. The shaft has been straightened sufficiently to 
enable the tract to be laid to the face of the ore, thereby greatly facilitating hoist- 
ing, and insuring an increased daily output from this working. The general ap- 
pearance at shaft bottom is highly satisfactory and encouraging.—Left Drift : This 
drift leaves the main incline at a depth of 172 feet, and follows a zig-zag course 
through, more or less, ore for a distance of 136 feet. At 20 feet from its present 
extremity a large ore body has been struck (dimensions, 20 ft. by 9), upon the face 
of which the drift is being driven to join the main incline at a depty of 245 feet. 
Before this most desirable junction can be effected a further distance of from 25 to 
30 feet has to be driven, but as the men are rising from the main incline to meet 
the drift coming down, I anticipate a few days hence to see the completion of this 
work. The importance of this drift communicating with the main incline for pur- 
poses of economical working and development can scarcely be over estimated ; by 
it the ore can be stoped down at small expense, and hoisted on the cars instead of 
being raised through an almost impossible and tortuous way, at great cost and 
labour, to the connection with the main incline at 172 feet, which is the present 
only practicable system of working.—Right-Hand Drift: Very little has been done 
here beyond prospecting for the past month; the same may be said of the Rambler 
Shaft.

MANUFACTURING ILLUMINATING Gas.—According to the inven- 
tion of Mr. WILLIAM Henry Spencer, of New York, the gas from petroleum 
or coal made in a retort, as usual, is subjected to a second decomposition in con- 
unction with stearn, super-heated sufficiently to cause the oxygen of the steam to 
combine with a portion of the carbon of the gas, and liberate the hydrogen ina 
heated retort. The appiratus employed consists of ordinary gas retorts, a counter- 
weiglited holder for the products, a forcing apparatus for passing the gas to the re- 
torts to commingle with the steam, and a regulator to equalise the passage of the 
gas to the retorts, and a connection between the gas supply and the main passing 
to the principal gas holder. —The object of an invention, also connected with the 
nanuf cture of gas, claimed by Mr. W. W. Box, of the Crayford Gasworks, is to 
render unnecessary the use of liquid in the present hydraulic, and consists in pro- 
viding a chamber in connection with the bridge and dip pipe. This chamber has 
in inlet and outlet, aud over the inlet a valve is attached by a hinged joint to an 
arm, Which is fastened toa spindle, one end of which works in a bearing, while 
the other passes through a stuffing box, and extends sufliciently far on the outside 
to allow of a weighted lever being fixed thereto, the other end ‘of the lever having 
trod or chain depending therefrom, When the retort is out of action the valve 
will be kept close to its seat, but when the retort is ch irged, and the door shut, the 
attendant will draw down the chain and attach it to the lid or lug, when the valve 
will be opened, and a free passage obtained for the flow of gas to the conducting

HANDWELL PARK CoLLiery.—The particulars of the meeting, &c., appeared in our 
Staffordshire Correspondents letter last week. 

Ooar Distrisution—“D, N.” (Lombard-street).—The quantity of coal carried by 
the several railways during 1572 will be given in Mr. R. Hunt's fortheoming 
volume, but the only source from which the exact importition tuto London can 
be ascertained would be the returns prepared by Mr. Scott, of the Coal Exchange, 
and based on the City dues paid. Mr. Hunt states that the total increase in the 
quantity of coal carried by railways and by canals in 1572, as compared with that 
distributed in 1871, as shown in the returns obtained, is 4,305,617 tons. There 
are some not very important lines carrying coal from which returns have not 
been received, and we have no returns of the quantities carried by carts or private 
railways or trams directly from the pit’s mouth to the manufactory or for the 
supply of towns. This, however, would not appear tohave been lurgely increased 
over former years. Tle computation of the coal used in our metallurgies, which 
is based upon information received directly from the smelters and ironmasters, 
shows that in that directiqa.the increase in consumption has been very small.

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REPORT OF THE SCOTCIL TRON TRADE OF 1873, 


Jan. \.—We are in the singular position of having to record a de- 
crease in the production, consumption, exports, and stocks of pig- 
iron, amounting in the gross to no less than 590,000 tons, as given in 
the official report below. The greatest falling off is in the foreign 
shipments, and the quantity of pig-iron consumed in malleable works 
was less by a full fourth than during the previous year. The stocks 
in makers’ hands are much the same as last year, but those in ware- 
housekeepers’ stores have been diminished by more than a third. 
The make, which was stimulated by high prices, also fell off, partly 
owing to the truant disposition of the men and the restless state of 
the labour market, and partly owing to the scarcity of good iron- 
stone, and the high price our customers had to pay for the article at 
the port of destination. An estimate has been made of the cost of 
producing a ton of pig-iron in L870 and in 1873; and, assuming as 
correct that 1} ton of ore, 24 tons coal, and 4 ton limestone were 
required to produce a ton of pig-iron in 1870, the cost was about 
49s. 3d. per ton; whereas at this date the cost would amount to 
94s, Gd., including wages, &c.

The price of warrants for pig-iron, springing from 121s. in the 
beginning of January, advanced to 145s, by the end of February. 
This advance was said to be caused by restricted production, conse- 
quent upon the miners’ strike and the prevailing expectation that 
the spring demand would overtax our powers of supply. During 
March prices rapidly declined to the opening figure of the year, it 
having become apparent that the extreme prices were curtailing our 
foreign demand, and interfering seriously with the malleable iron 
trade at home. Since then the fluctuations were frequent and con- 
siderable till November, when the lowest point (101s. 3d.) was 
reached. The average for the year is L17s. 3d., against LOLs. 10d. in 
1872, which is 58s. 3d, per ton above the average of the last 28 years. 
Special brands, however, such as Gartsherrie, Coltness, Calder, Lang- 
loan, Glengarnock, Summerlee, and Shotts, advanced from 147s, 6d. 
to 167s. 6d., declining (with alternate fluctuations) to 112s, 6d. last 
month. Although there has existed a steady demand, it is most 
notable that the quantity of pig-iron produced in Seotland is 97,000 
tons less than in 1872.- The home consumption, conjoined with the 
shipments and quantity sent per rail, amount to 1,067,000 tons, rea- 
lising upwards of six millions anda half sterling; still, according to 
the returns, there is a decrease of 319,000 tons when compared with 
those of last year. The stock meantime has been further reduced, 
and is now 120,000 tons, the smallest since 1857, 

The shipments show a decrease, our principal customers being

Our foundries and rolling mills are, on the whole, fairly employed 
at present, though some of them are becoming slack, and complain 
that new orders are not taking the place of the old ones, which are 
being worked off; the pipe foundries, however, have lately booked 
some large orders for waterworks, and further contracts are still in

It is difficult for anyone, in the present still abnormal state of 
trade, to speak definitely as to the prospects for the coming year, 
which, apart from the relations of supply and demand, may be in- 


fluenced by powerful elements that cannot be estimated, such as the | 


money market, mercantile crisis, and political events. We beg, 
however, to point out that any considerable advance of prices can 
scarcely be expected, whilst the demand from Germany and America 
—our principal foreign consumers—remainsas inactive as it has 
already been for months; on the other hand, the decrease of our 
stocks to only 120,000 tons (which on the first appearance of a de- 
mand would prove insufficient), should prevent a material fall, so 
long as the costof production remains as high as above shown. Ore 
and coals may not improbably become cheaper, but a reduction of 
wages offers greater difficulties, whilst a revival of the German or 
American demand would become the signal for a rapid movement 
upwards. Since Oct. | last pig-iron has been admitted duty free 
into Germany; this certainly facilitates our exports, but it also 
show how Germany, by the development of her own resources and 
industry, is becoming more and more independent of foreign supplies. 








THE MINING REGIONS OF THE PACIFIC COAST. 
THE GREAT SIERRA MADRE TUNNEL,

Some fifteen years ago the “ Great American Desert ”—mean- 
ing Kansas, Colorado and their neighbourhood—was an accepted 
term. Now that country blossoms like a rose, or, what is more to 
the purpose, responds to wide-spread agricultural ticklings with 
the anerithmon gelasma of ponderous harvests. Five lines of rail- 
road are concentrated in Denver, the capital of Colorado, and real 
estate appreciates at the average rate of 100 per cent. per year.

The com- 
pany’s manager considers that the first seam will supply 7,528,887 
tons of coal, or allowing 15 per cent. for waste, 6,399,555 tens; the 
second seam is estimated to yield 3 ft. of workable coal, or allowing 
for waste, 9,854,212 tons; the third and fourth seams are estimated 
to yield 9,854,212 tons of coal.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 

Jan. 1.—F rom nearly every part of the country the last day of the 
old year brought the welcome news of a drop in the price of coal~ 
the very best news, next to that of a rise in the tin standard, that 
could greet the eyes and ears of our Cornish miners. Indeed, there 
are some mines in regard to which the drop in coals may be, for the 
time at least, the more important of the two. Stocks of tin are still 
low, and the expectation of a recovery in that article continues un- 
abated. With coal down and tin up the new year would give that 
stimulus to general mining enterprise which it so much needs, and 
which the “ croakers,” whom we have always with us, do so much 
to delay and avert. 

There is a very general impression that the statements made with 
regard to the yield of Australian tin must be taken cwm grano. It 
is quite as natural and quite as likely for an Australian to be over 
sanguine as to the mineral wealth of his native or adopted country 
as for a Cornishman concerning Cornwall, and we have quite enough 
faith in the Old Country left to say that when our friends in Australia 
find that the yield from their stream works is falling off, and begin 
to work the lodes, that the balance against us will be redressed. 

The Cornish Consolidated Iron Mines Corporation and the Corn- 
wall Minerals Railway Company have just issued an important cir- 
cular, which states that the railways will be opened early next year, 
and that the Corporation will then be in a position to deliver at 
Fowey and Parand at Newquay 1000 tons of iron ore a-day. At the 
land-locked and always accessible harbour of Fowey shipping jetties 
are being fitted with hydraulic machinery. The inferior quality of 
the Cornish ore hitherto sent into the market has arisen from the 
fact that the iron mines have never been worked in depth. The 
Cornish Consolidated Mines Corporation have now worked the “deep’ 
of these hitherto “ surface-worked lodes,” and have found iron ore: 
of remarkable quality, and in such dense masses that, large as thei: 
immediate output will be, they expect to very materially increas 
upon it for the year 1875, The ores consist of brown hematite, ave- 
raging 50 per cent, metallic iron; blue spathose snd pure whit:

Where the rock is required t 
be shattered, and as much debris created as possible, there nitro- 
glycerine unquestionably produces greater results than powder 
with a smaller expenditure of time and money—both matters of 
special importance in the preeent condition of mining. Nitro: 
glycerine itself, however, is excessively dangerous, and its chit 
compound—dynamite —has been the cause of many accidents. | 
is claimed for lithofracteur that it possesses all the advantages 
that substance, without any of its drawbacks.

One feature of the year that must not be passed over is the in- 
creased attention that has been paid to the iron ores of the county, 
which have been almost wholly neglected by the local miners. Very 
extensive operations are now In progress on what is known as the 
Perran lode, and at other places in the county, by the powerful com- 
pany of capitalists referred to above. This Perran lode is a deposit 
of such a character that it may fitly be called gigantic. It has been 
traced for miles. It is in connection with this undertaking that the 
Cornwall Minerals Railway Company has been constituting its net- 
work of railways, which will be of immense value to the china-clay 
districts, and to the general mining interests of the localities. Other 
allied schemes are coming before Parliament in the next session. 
The prospects of mining must be materially advanced by these im- 
provements.

Jan. 1.—The Coal Trade continues very dull, and the colliery pro- 
prietors in the Manchester district have announced that to-day their 
rices will be reduced 2s. 6d. to 3s. 4d. on house coal, and 10d. to 
s. 8d. on other sorts. It is hoped that this announcement will lead 
toa revival of trade, and the consumers who have delayed their 
purchases in hope of a fall will now come into the market. The 
announcements made so far relate only to the Manchester district, 
but the other districts will no doubt follow suit after the New Year holidays. These, 
it is anticipated, will be longer than usual this vear, and there is, therefore, like ly 
to be a rather heavy demand on the stocks, which of late have been accumulating. 
The pit prices quoted in the Wigan distriet are—Best house coal 18s. to 20s.; com 
mon ditto, 16s.; bingy, 14s.; slack 10s, to 12s. In the [ron Tradethere are better 
Prospects, but business is almost wholly suspended by the holidays. 

The firm of Messrs. Pearson and Knowles, colliery proprietors, of 
Wigan, is, I hear, to be formed into a joint-stock company. Particulars have not 
yet transpired. 

The introduction of the weighing clause at the extensive collieries 
of Messrs. Evans and Co., at Haydock, has pro luced a very serious rupture between 
the masters and men. Over 2000 hands were affected bv a strike which took place, 
owing to no arrangement being come to as to the terms on which the p iyments on 
the new system were to be made. The latest report is that a satisfactory termina 
tion of the dispute is at hand.

be extinguished. Long ago there was a fire at these pits, and thedistrict in which 
it was situate was cut off by brickwork stoppings.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Jan. 1.—The usual holidays have caused almost a total suspension 
of work at the collieries and factories of this district, but a con- 
siderable amount of coals and coke has been shipped from stock. 
The house Coal Trade is somewhat firmer, the weather having be- 
come severe, but there is no other change to notice in the rate of 
prices. The year which has just closed has been one of unprece- 
dented prosperity, so far as the coal trade is concerned, as will be 
seen from some statistics given below; but with respect to the 
general trade of the district it has been a bad year. The iron ship- 
building trade has been extremely moderate, and the chemical trade 
has been very bad. The prospect for trade generally for the ensuing 
spring and year is good, The price of coal of all kinds is not likely } 
to fall much more, for some time to come at all events. Extensive | 
contracts have been made for the delivery of coals for next year at 
present rates, Al] the other staple trades of the district are improv- 
ing, and a good demand is expected for chemicals in the spring. It 
is not likely that the output of coal in Northumberland and Dur- 
ham in 1875 will fall much, if at all, short of the output of the 
previous year. Although the action of the new Mines Act reduced 
the output 10 per cent. during the first half of the past year, various 
causes combined have materially increased the output during the 
last half of the year, as compared with the first half. The main 
cause Of this increase has been the opening out of new mines and 
the extension of old ones, an‘ so far as this has proceeded no difti- 
culty has been felt in getting men to man new works, the bigh 
wages realised by the miners having drawn them from other em- 
ployments and other districts in large numbers. The quantity of 
coal raised in Durham, Northumberland, and Cumberland in 1872 
was, in round numbers, 30,000,000 tons; and as there are in this 
district 60,000 miners, this gives an average of 500 tons per man, 
or 2 tons per man per day, taking five days per week, and 50 weeks 

ver annum, but as they really only work 4} days per week, the real 
output per man per day is 2°55 tons. It is, of course, very difficult 
to estimate the profits derived by the coalmasters from the year’s 
working, but there is no doubt that they have been exceptionally 
good, although the wages of the men have increased 100 per cent., 
and nearly all materials have risen very seriously. The average 

price paid for coals at the pit’s mouth, including all kinds of coal, 
j has not, we believe, exceeded 17s. per ton, and this gives a grand 
total of 26,000,0002. received, The extra wages paid to the miners 
during the year we estimate at l5s, per week on an average, which 
gives 2,250,000/, expended in this way. Large sums have been ex- 
pended as extra charges on iron, all kinds of machinery, and colliery 
stores; as also in improving the dwellings of the workmen, and the 
sanitary arrangements connected with them, There has also been 
i large outlay in sinking new shafts. These new winnings are very 
costly. Some of the large shafts now going down here have cost 
| $5/, per fathom, similar shafts having been put down formerly for

IRON AND CoAL TRADES OF CUMBERLAND.—-Little change has 
taken place in the trade in pig iron in this county, and no business is doing except 
at very low rates. The Relief Bill recently passed by the Austrian Government, 
and the object of which is to assist railway companies by advancing money for the 
promotion of new works, will have a good effect upon the iron trade in this dis- 
trict. Austria is a large bnyer of Cumberland iron, which is mixed with Austrian 
iron and whe nso mixed answers the purpose much better than would the latter 
used by itself. It may require a little time before the good effect is noticeable here, 
but that it will show itself there is no doubt. The American trade appears to be 
reviving, and this will also have a tendency to assist in restoring the prosperous 
condition of the trade of Cumberland, When the great financial crisis through 
which other countries have passed, and the tightness of the money inarket is con- 
sidered, the local trade has suffered very little; but it is almost certain that prices 
“ ill go still lower, and then we may fairly look for an increased demand for pigs; 
tor itis pretty generally understood that there are buyers ready to give large orders 
so soon as prices have reached the lowest figure they are likely to reach. The 
tussiin Government is negociating a large loan to develope the railway system in 
that country, and this will also operate in favour of an increased activity in the 
trade. The finished iron trade is ve ry brisk, and there is a good demand. The 
coal trade is active, although shipments have fallen off owing to the Irish markets 
being pretty well stocked with Scotch and Lancashire coal; but, although two or 
three furnaces have been blown out, there is no sign of slackness in the local demand.

REPORT FROM NORTIL AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Jan. 1,—The holiday influence has pervaded all branches of trade 
in this district during the present week, and there is in consequence 
little to add either as regards coal or iron to our last report. The 
meetings of ironmasters on Change have been held as usnal, but they 
have almost entirely been taken up svith discussions as to the pro- 
bable course of business in the new quarter, and no transactions 
worthy of note have been reported. The finished ironmasters loudly 
complain that the production of medium and common qualities is, 
under existing circumstances of manufacture, far from remunera- 
tive. The fact cannot, however, be ignored that the condition of 
the Finished Iron Trade in this respect is more favourable now than 
it the commencement of last quarter, Pigs, especially those of 
North Country make, are easier in’price. to the extent of 10s. per 
ton in some cases. A reduction has been secured for the next three 
months in the price of labour; an‘ coal, although nominally unal- 
tered in price,is in many cases obtainable on somewhat easier terms. 
The general opinion seems to be that Quarter-day will bring no 
change in current quotations, but the trade is in such an unsettled 
and sensitive state that buyers are persistently holding back their 
orders until it is absolutely certain that no immediate reduction 
will be made.

tant date. The system of hauling the coals underground by means 
of drums and tail ropes obtains generally. This system, although 
pretty effective, has serious drawbacks; it is very costly, as the tail 
rope is necessarily of great length in many cases, and three-fourths 
of the power of the engine is often expended in simply dragging 
the rope, the remainder being consumed in dragging the empty 
| wagons, Various attempts have been made from time to time to 
|adopt some more economlcal and effective method of hauling, but 
| hitherto with very small success.—1. Attempts have been made to con- 
| struct a locomotive to work in the levels, but without success—2. It 
has been attempted to place hauling-engines, and boilers necessary to 
generate the steam, at convenient points, at distances varying from 
| 800 yards to one mile and upwards from the drawing shaft. En- 
| gines have been applied in some cases in this way, but the products 
of combustion and the exhaust steam have proved obstacles of no 
ordinary magnitude, It is true that attempts have been made to 
| condense the smoke and steam escaping from the engines, but with 
only moderate success, the injury done to the return air-courses in 
most cases being so serious as to prevent this system being followed 
to any extent. An apparatus has, however, been invented and 
brought into practical use for the condensation of smoke, vapours, 
gases, &c., and it is quite possible that this machine may prove of 
good service in mines. This machine has been introduced at some 
of the mines in the lead districts of Western Durham, &c., and 
proved to beof great value. Formerly long tunnels were constructed 


for the purpose of saving the vapours given off when smelting ope- | 
rations were carried on, but this machine has quite superseded those | 


long tunnels, as it effectually arrests and deposits all the vapours, 
&e., given off, and it appears probable that it will be quite as effec- 
tive in mines. This apparatus is very simple; it is on the paddle- 
wheel principle, with an addition of projections on the blades to 
producea spray of finely divided water which falls through a series 
of network, composed of laths, brushwood, &c., and so arranged as 
to arrest the substance operated upon. The same liquid may be 
used over and over again, until charged to any extent desired. It 
is applicable to any process for preventing the emission from all 
kinds of furnaces, coke ovens, &c. A working model, showing the 
| principle of the machine, may be seen at Messrs. Heslop, Wilson, 
| and Budden’s offices, Sandhill, Newcastle. 
3.—Air compressing machines have been introduced for the pur- 
pose of transmitting power to any point in a mine for the purpose 
of working pumping, hauling, and coal-cutting machines. This is 
a very important movement, and one from which great results are 
pretty certain to follow in future.
